ERLIN, Nov. 8.—

ency in Germany 
and it is a pitiful 
spectacle to see the 
squads of conscripts 
atthe stations awalit- 
ing departure from 
home. and friends. 
They look more like convicts on the Way to 
jail than recruits forthe army of the empire, 
and as they are surrounded by throngs of 
weeping aad wailing relatives the cruelty of 
the system forees itself on the mind of ob- 
servers. Just at present these conscripts are 
being driven tothe military depots in droves 
from all parte of Germany, and sadness 
reigus in every village asd bamlet. Numer- 
ous arrests have been made of persons seek 
ing to escape wmillitary service, and the 
steamers for Great Britain and America are 
closely watched by the police. 

The Socialist agitators are improving the 
opportunities which these incidents offer to 
their party, and the Socialist organs through- 
out Germany are plainspoken in their ar- 
raignament of a system which requires the 
laceration of every family tie to sustain it and 
under which tne working classes are the 
principal sufferers, the army affording a 
dignified refuge to the younger sons of the 
arietocracy, which would otherwise find it 
dificult to exist. The Congress at Halle has 
been foeilewed by an active development of 
Socialist agitation and the propagation 
of Socialist ideas with an energy 
never before witnessed. At the 
present rate of gain it would not be surpris- 
Ing if the Socialiste would have a majority of 
the Reichstag at the next general election. 
Their leaders claim that they will, and are 
earnest in advicete their fellowers not to 
impair the prestige of the party by any act of 
violence. The victory at Kiel is said by the 
Socialist organs to be significant of the 
change going on in every part of the empire, 
showing that the final struggle, so Herr Bebel 
declares, between Socialism and militaryism 
can not long be delayed, and that when it 
comes the people of Germany, as voiced in 
their Parliament, will be on the side of Social- 
ism.

THE MEDITERRANEAN STATES. 


4 Question Coming Up fer Seclution—Ger- 
many’s Opportunity, 
Specia) Cablegram te the Post-Dispatch. 
ONDON, Nov. 8.—A 
Bérlin dispatch this 
evening states that 
it is asserted on un- 
questionable 
hority that Gen. 
on Verdy du ver- 
mers, the ex-Prus- 
sian Minister of 
War, was requested 
to resign on account 
of his indiscretion in revealing to the Reich- 
stag, on the occasion of the debates on the 
army estimates, that a further considerable 
increase ofthe army was in contemplation. 
The political herizon of Europe appearing at 
present clouded, an interview was sought 
with a leading diplomatist regarding the 
necessity for such an increase. 

He sald the Mediterranean question has 
been long maturing and taking shape. The 
time is at hand when it win assume the first 
place in Europear affairs. The Mediterranean 
question to the historian means the restora- 
tion tothe world of lands which have long 
been lost to it. To the statesman it means a 
division of spolls. Continental statesmen 
have long occupied themselves with trying to 
forecast the future in the Mediterranean, and 
with preparations to secure a solution in 
accord with their own views. The 
French occupation of Tunis and the British eo- 
cupation of Egypt have iaid the foundation of 
renewed prosperitvin two of the most 
favered regions of the world. Tripoli and 
Oyreneaica, with the desert land on the 
eastern and western borders, remain u- 
touched, and Syria and Asia Minor are still 
continued in lease to the Turk. The unifica- 
tion of Italy has created a ciaimant for Tri- 
poll. The unification of thé confederation of 
the Balkan States will undoubtedly come too 
late to give riee to a claim to Cyreneaioa. The 
ultimate jurisdiction over Syria and Asia 
Minor raises questions so important that 
their solution would gladly be postponed by 
the balauce of the contending luteres 8. 

At the other end ofthe Mediterranean Mo- 
rocco bas already reached the stage of mal- 
administration in which its annexation is de- 
layed only by the differences of opinion as te 
who is ent led to effect it. The Mediterranean 
also presents a number of strategical prob- 
lems, the most important of which is the fact 
that France, in the protectorate over Tunis 
and the possession of Algiers, has sucha 
command of the south as wellasof the north 
ofthe Western Mediterranean as can be ob- 
talned from fortified harbors and arsenals. 
if the French should fortify Baserta the strat- 
egists declare that they can at pleasure 
cork up, 80 to speak, the strait between 
Tunis and Sicily, while. in any case 
they overlook from the coast the whole water- 
way from Oran to Tunis. The consequences 
of this situation are felt by the maritime 
powers interested in the Mediterranean.

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EXCAVATIONS IN ATHENS. 


Dr. Waldstein Expiains the Situation at a 
Diner in Leader. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 


ONDON, Nov. 8—At a 
dinner given last night 
by Henry Welcome to 
several Americans in 
London, Dr. Charies 
Waldstein of Colum- 
bia and Cambridge ex- 
plained in detall the 
new complications 
which have arisen 
about the American 
excavations in Athens. It will cost $80,000 
to buy out the village which has 
grown up over the site of ancient 
Deiphi. Two archaeological associations, 
one im America and the other in France, are 
the keenest competitors for carrying on the 
work. The Greek Government has always 
favored the Americana project. Premier 
Tricoupis positively promised the Americans 
the preference if they could oniy raise the 
necessary funds. 

Unfortunately this 
writing, but consists 
verbal promise of Tricouplis to 
Waldstein, made in the presence of 
the American Minister to Greece. He has 
given the same assurance to the members of 
the American Association from Yale and Har- 
vard, who called upon him in Athens, but the 
Americans have been slow in raising money 
for the purchase. Geth Low has now 
become President of the association, 
and the total amount subscribed for get 
ting possession of the ancieat site of 
Delphi tas reached $60,000, which is within 
$20,000 of the sum required. Dut mow that the 
archaeological ambition is just withia reach 
the French Chamber of Deputies has intro- 
duced a bill designed to immediately close 
the purchase on behalf of the French Govern- 
ment and saut Americang ont. If 
Tricoupis had remained in power 
there was little fear of the French scheme suc- 
ceeding, because Tricoupis was friendly to the 
Americans, but since the opposition triumph 
in the recent elections in Greece, with 
Delyannis coming into power, thera is no 
knowiag what will) happes.

THE COMING SESSION, 


Obviously it will be the policy of th 
Democrats in the Fifty-second Congress 
to letalone what is good or harmless in 
the McKinley tariff, and to attack sepa- 
rately every excessive or monopolistic tax 
in it with special reduction bills. It con- 
tains many such taxes which the Repub- 
lican Senate will not dare to sustaim 
against House bills for their repeal, and 
they will go down as did the quinine tax. 

“Log-rolling” is less effective when a 
particular tax is attacked separately on 
its own demerits. With the Farmers’ 
Alliance looming up so formidably in pol- 
itics, the repeal or reduction of all such 
taxes as those on binding twine, 
cotton ties and bagging is inev- 
itable, and should a Democratic 
House pass the Plumb amendment 
withdrawing the benefit of all protective 
taxes from trusts and combinations, the 
Western Senator who would vote against 
it after last Tuesday’s election would bea 
political ‘‘freak.’’ 

It is therefore equally obvious that the 
policy of the Republicans in the present 
Congress will be to forestall this work and 
secure the credit of it as far as possible. 
The extent to which they are willing and 
able to do this will be the measure of their 
ability to repair their late disaster. Some 
of their most ultra organs of extreme 
protection are already urging them to this 
course, and even the chief beneficiaries of 
the protection ring should see the wisdom 
of making timely concessions when the 
consequence of exacting the full pound of 


flesh is so apparent. 


RFYPFNTANCF AND REFORN. 

Light seems to have pierced the murky 
atmosphere of the City Hall in several 
places at once and the gentlemen who 
shape the ends of the municipality have 
actually discovered possibilities of reform 
in several important particulars. 

The Mayor has found that smoke is an 
unnecessary element of city life and can 
be abolished altogether. The Board of 
Public Improvements has awakened toa 
realization of the fact that the deadly over- 
head electric wires are a needless menace 
to life and property and not only should 
be placed under ground but may be put 
there without serious difficulty. The 
third important discovery is that of the 
Street Commissioner, who has learned that 
the people of this city have suffered in- 
convenience from the obstruction of the 
sidewalks with building material without 
good reason. He declares that there is 
ample room between the rear building 
line and the alley in nearly all cases for 
building materials and in future he in- 
tends to keep the sidewalks clear. 

While congratulating themselves upon 
the promise of better things in these dis- 
coveries and excellent resolutions people 
naturally wonder why they have been de- 
layed so long. The space between the 
rear building line and the alley has al- 
ways been in existence, methods of abol- 
ishing the smoke nuisance have been 
tried with success elsewhere, and the 
electric wire underground conduit system 
has been in use with fine results for some 
time. 

Under the circumstances the conclusion 
is inevitable that the new attitude of the 
municipal authorities combines a confes- 
sion of past blindness and neglect of duty 
with a resolution of reform. Let us in- 
dulge the hope that the repentance is 
genuine and the intention to do better in 
future firm.

the care of a great metropolitan journal. 
Confronted with such an alternative, be has 
wisely yielded to the imperative advice of 
bis physiciansand lald down for atime his 
great position, with all ite authority and 
power. Thus is interrupted a very remark- 
able career. It was only in 1888 that Mr. 
Pulitzer came te New York and teok hold of 
the WORLD, which had at that time so far de- 
clined that it was run not only without return 
but ata positive ioss, but which under his 
vigorous management speedily retrieved its 
fortunes and went forward with such rapid 
strides that in the course of seven years it has 
taken rank among the very fOrmost jourgals 
ol the country. Naturally a anuceess se un- 
precedented bas not been Viewed with entire 
tranquillity by ite rivals, Who have ascribed it 
to illegitimate methods. Into these questions 
itis not our provinee to enter. We only 
suggest that such a result cannot de 
achieved without real ability and that of a 
high order. Whatever other causes may have 
contributed to this sudden popularity, it 
must be admitted thatthe creator of it must 
possess in an extraordinary degree what 
may be called the genius of journalism—an 
Instinct for that which the public wish to 
know. 

Having achieved such a success, the pro- 
prietor of the WoRLD now leaves it in other 
hands, te return to it when his healtk is 
fully restored, for his physicians give as- 
surance that his absence will only be tem- 
porary.

AERICAN EXPLORER. 


Will Be Glad te Meet His Old Friends Here 
but Deesn’t Want Any Formal Recep 
tien—The Indiae Peace Commission of | fer 
1867—Wm.

Henry M. Séanley is at present attracting 
more attention ia this country than perbaps 
any other man of aby one thing, the great 
election cyclone that struck the Republican 
party last Tuesday alone excepted,and eveéry- 
thing published trom him or about dim is 
doubly interesting, Owing tothe fact he once 
resided here, and that for several months he 
was connected with a St. Louis paper, 
the old Democrat, Perhaps no 


one remembers more about * 
career here in the West than Wm. Fayel, a 


veteran reporter who was his traveling com- 
panion nnd bunkmateon the expedition of 
the famous Indian Peace Commission of 1867. 
Mr. Fayel was asked last night what he 
thought of the reaf-guard ¢ontroversy in 
which Stanley is now engaged with Mr. Bart- 
telot, but he sald that he had formed no 
opinion, not having given the matter much 
thought, although he believed that Stanley 
would come out of it all right, as his career 
showed that he was not a man to be downed. 


When Stanley was heard trom last winter 
and it became kuown that he would be ia 
Europe in afew months, Mrs. R. C. Rereus, 
who is a great admirer of the Africah ¢x- 
plorer, atonce decided to give him a recep- 
tien in the event that he crossed the Atlantic 
and visited St. Louis, and provided, of course, 
that Mr. Stanley's consent was obtained. 

MR. STANLEY'S BROTHER-IN-LAW.

home. Butdear me! how seldom nowadays 
is itso. These poor women have a mixed and 
troublesome time of it, when in the seciusion 
of their handsoge homes in St. 
Louis, which are making that city 
renewned on account of their beauty, 
the ripple of demestic calm doesnot flow 
peacefully by amy meansas the work of tur- 
Dulent and inefficient service needs constant 
Caution and guarding against. Outside 
people who do not knowthe care that the 
poor mistress endures are severeon their 
Geaseless Ccomplaining,and condema them for 
their constant bewalling about poor servants. 
These people do not fully comprehend the 
Cares and trials of the woman who bas a 
great house to keep in perfect order and with 
mo relabie aid in doing se. Never knewing 
when she awakes to find one servant gore 
without. warning, another on the eve of going, 
and still another, or others incompetent in 
Going the lightest and least responsible 
part oftheir assigned tasks. It is vexatious 
and care-wearing, but there is always the 
ether side of the picture in every case, and so 
itisinthis. The servants are often veritable 
martyrs to the whims ef querulous mistresses 
and have moreto suffer intheir hard-work- 
img and lonely lives than can be imagined 
except by experienee. If consideration were 
shown On beth sides it would be the silken 
string of moderation that would invite sym- 
pathy and censequently perfeet working in 
unison. Butitis not, and 80 goes on the 
warfare of mistress and maid, andso it will 
go om untila revolution is made. The wise 
people always strike at the root of a 
trouble for the cause. So it is with the servant 
Problem. The wise people have gauged the 
real cause of the present inferiority of 
servants. It ig the lack of training in the 
education for service. If more girls were 
trained forthe exigencies of their work and 
taught what to expect and howto combat 
obstacles, whata world of trouble it would 
gave all arousd. Butthis is not a lecture on 
how to train servants, er eyer a reflection on 
the present code of household affairs. The 
BUNDAY PoO8T-DiIsPATCH belleves always in 
justice, and what follows here will show 
hew much faithfulmess and seal there 
is In many servants who are 
devoted to the interes ef the families in 
which they have liv for so many years.

Cel. Wilsen’s Repert. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Nev. 8.—Col. John M. 
Wilson, Superintendent of the West Point 
Military Academy, has submitted tothe War 
Department his annual report. He says there 


were 234 cadets atthe academy Sept. 1, 1889. 
Since that date the loss bas been 8 by resignu- 
tion, 22 by discharge, 2 by death and 54 by 
graduation. There have been Sl admitted as 
new cadets, making a total of 289, (ot whom 
were admitted Sept. 1. 1890. The number in- 
cludesone cadet from Switzerland and one 
from Central America. 

Col, Wileon makes a pointof the disadvan- 
tage under which the candidates who enter 
in September are placed from the lack of 
Arill aud instruction which their mere for- 
tunate class-mates have acquired during the 
nummer encampments. Of the fifty-six can- 
didates who presented themselves Aug. 28, 
1889, only sixteen were admitted, and only 
six of these remained in the class after the 
June examinations. Col. Wilson attributes 
this greatly to the fact that they did not get 
an oven start with their class. He Sara 
estiy urges that except under extraor- 
dinary circumstances no further Beptember 
appointments be made and that the June can- 
didates be notified a sufficient time in advance 
of reporting to permit them to prepare for 
the examinations. He also suggests that can- 
didates report for physical examination to 
the nearest medical officer of the army im- 
mediately upon appointment, sothat in the 
event of physical disqualification their ap- 
pointments could be at once revoked, and 
they thus spared further expense and mortifi- 
cation. he condition of the corps of 
cadets as regards drill, discipline and 
instruction has been excellent. In the 
first three classes,numbering 184 men, but one 
cadet failed to pass the June examination; 
while seventeen were pronounced deficient in 
the fourth class, ten were recommended to be 
turned back and only seven were discharged. 
During the year the health of the command 
was less favorable than usualand upon ex- 
pert examination itwas found necessary to 
recommend extensive improvements in the 
sewerage and plumbing. Inviewof the lim- 
ited period allowed for field artillery drill it is 
urgentiy recommended that another battery 
of new 3.2 inch guns be supplied to the 
academy. The seacoast and siege batteries 
are also reported to be in bad condition and 
three guns burst during the year, fortunately 
without serious results. Those supplied in 
their places are old guns used during the 
rebellion and the superintendent says it 
would be criminalon his part to endanger 
the lives of the cadets by practicing with 
these ebselete pieces, and he recommends 
that new five-inch breech-loading steel guns 
be furnished. He says also that the battery 
instruction sheuld be placed at ence upon an 
independent footing and that fifty horses and 
em | artillerymes should be furnished. 
The light at present supplied tothe academy 
is said to be of inferior quality and the super- 
Intendent submits estimates for a complete 
electric light plant te cost $69,000.

It is impossible, the in- 
spector says, to obtain root that 
they came iaste the eountry. under contract, 
but ali the American laborers believe this to 
beso and Inspector Harris also believes it. 
Frequent quarrels of apetty character are 
constantly occurring between these aliens and 
the native laberers, and their presence is a 
constant seurce of friction between the 
native laborers and their employers. In the 
absence of proef required by the alien con- 
tract law the Treasury Department is 
powerless to act im this class of cases, of 
which the Norfolk case is ope of many.

Virginia’s Wealthiest Man Dies—Injariecs

WHAT THE RECORDPR SAYS. 

Recorder of Voters Williams said that he 
was very well satisfied with the working of 
the Austrailan system except in one or two 
er which can be easily N 
He said, *‘*I have two changes I would like to 
see made; one of them would bea most de- 
cided saving to the city and isin regard to 
the ballots; we had printed this year 280,00 
ballots and only 46,000 of them were used. 
This leaves too dig a margin as there are 
nearly three times as many left over as there 
were used. All that is necessary is to pro- 
vide 50 per cent more ballots than there are 
names on the registration lists. 

‘*The other thing is In the arrangements of 
the booths. I want to have it so fixed that the 
booths shall be placed so as to completely 
screen the voter from observation while pre- 
—.— his vote. In other words, instead of 

aving the open side of the pooth toward the 
room it should be toward the wall at an angle 
that will completely hide the voter whea he 
is in it. 

The section of the law which says there 
shall be blank spaces at the end of the lists of 
candidates for each office can be easily 
changed. Take itasawhele, I find that the 
law worked very well and no objections can 
be brougbt against it.’’ 

PERFORATED BALLOTS RECOMMENDED. 

Mr. M. F. Healy, one ofthe election judges 
of Precinct No. 938, Nineteenth Ward, calis at- 
tention to several defects in the present law 
and suggests how they may be remedied. 
The sheives in the booths were too nar- 
row, hesaid. ‘*There was not enough light 
in the boochs after dark, even ina room weil 
lighted by lampe. There should be an ar- 
rangement for a candle ineach booth. As at 
present arranged a lamp or candle could not 
be used, as the shelf in the 
booth is inclined. The booths as arranged in 
Preciact No. 8 of the Nineteeuth Ward did 
not afford enough secrecy, asthe open part 
was turned toward the judges, clerks, super- 
visors and marshals in the room. These are 
matters of minor detall that can readily be 
remedied, but I have another suggestion to 
make that is of more importanee. Eight 
voters lost their votes altogether, and about 
fifteen more partially lost their votes in m 
precinct by voting for more than one candi- 
date forthe same office. In some ot these 
cases their votes were almost entirely 
lost, only one or two candidates 
receiving the benefit of their votes, although 
the voters intended to vote for all the offices 
to be voted for. Ten per cent of the voters 
failed to vote as they intended. This was due 
Inevery case toafailure to properly scratch 
the ticket presented. The present law re- 
quires that the tickets not voted should be 
scratched from top to bottom. In many cases 
the voters made asmall cross on the tickets 
not voted. If the requirement in this matter 
were strictly enforced and the intention of 
the voter disregarded, fully one-third of the 
votes cast would be defective. 

In order to prevent these mistakes my idea 
ie to separate the Democratic, Republican 
and other tickets by perforated lines, se aa to 
enable the voter to tear off or détach 
the ticket he intends to vote from 
the remaining tickets. He may be requlred 
to retura the unused portion of the ballot to 
one of the judges, to be placed by him in a 
large box made specially for that purpose. 
Or he might be required to deposit the unused 

rtion of his ballot in inalarge bo la tne 

ooth made specially fei that purpose. The 
same object could be accomplished by arrang- 
ing the tickets in book form, one leaf for 
each tioket and perforated so as to be readily 
detached and only one leaf to be voted, the 
remainder of the book to be placed by the 
voter or by a judge ina large box. This ar- 
rangement would still secure secrecy and 


privacy and seclusion provided for the voter 
by placing the booths inside of the polls and 
excluding the army of sples and workers. 
But care ought to be taken that this same 
army will net be smuggled inside of the polis 
underthe guise of United States Marshals, 
supervisors, etc. There ie one thing more 
that has caused much. wender in my mind 
every time thatl have served as judge of elec- 
tion, and that is, that the American peopie, 
who have millions to spend on 4a 
rotten navy, millions te subsidize 
grand railroad monopolies and land- 
grabbing corporations, millions to keep 
in idleness alot of lazy, worthless, vagabond 
Indiaus, and te apprepriate for every wild- 
cat scheme that — originate in the fertile 
brain of any political monntebank at Wash 
ington, should be too poor to bulid or own its 
own pollivg places, wherein the citizens 
could exercis@ that grandest of all human 
prerogatives, which is the Keystone of our 
arch of liberty, the very foundation upon 
which our whole Government rests. The in- 
conveniences and annoyances to which both 
the officers of élection and voters are subject 
at most of the polling places would make a 
long chapter by themselves, Some of the 
most obvious are insufficient light, poor ven- 
tilation, lack of chairs and tables and, most 
important of all under the new system, want 
ofreom. The increase in the mumber of 
officers of election and the presence of the 
voters inside of the poll together with the 
booth cramp the polis te suffocation and ma- 
terially interfere with the duties of the judges 
and clerks.’’ 
MR. EAGAN’S SUGGESTION. 

F. J. Eagan: ‘‘lam pleased with the sys- 
tem. Ithink it all candidates for the same 
office were in one groupon one ticket, citi- 
ens could more intelligerntiy vote en the 
whole. 

EAST EXOUGH FOR THE DARKIES. 

Theo. L. Proske: It isthe most perfect sys- 
tem to keep fraudulent votes out of the baliot- 
box. The way of voting is something new 
and it will require time before the citizens 
make no errors. I ebeervyed that tne black 
Republican voters were the best posted in 
preparing their tickets; dut no wonder, as 
they were trained and bad a sample ticket 
outside of their elub- room across the street 
from the voting place to keep the crosses in 
the memory. The work of scratching — —— 
very little schooling. I saw very intelligent 
men make the grossest mistakes and their 
ballots could pet be counted. I am very 
much im favor of this system of voting.’’

CAN'T PAY ALIMONY. 


DB. 4. GORDON FINNEY’S BUNT FOR A 
LOST TREASURE UNSUCCESSFUL. 


The Docter Says the Sensational Stories 
Printed About Him EBuined His Basi 
ness—Capt. Beyd Gets Himself Inte a 
Queer Predicamest—A Foiat for Ber- 
rowers—Court News. 


Judge Klein yesterday ordered Dr. A. 
Gordon Finney te pay his wife $10 per week, 
beginning Nov. 1, and en Dec. 1, $25 on ac- 
count of her attorney’s fees. Dr. Finney was 
put on the stand in the hearing 
on the motion for alimony 
and testified that he was not 
earning anything, the scandal resulting from 
bis excursion out of thecity (‘‘on business’’ 
he told the court) last summer baving pre- 
vented him frem re-establishing himself. For 
this scandal, he said, he blamed his wife, as 
she bad revealed facts to the reporters of 
newspapers on which the stories told con- 
cerning him were based. 

Mrs. Finney is supperting herself and chil- 
dren by sewing, and has received some assist- 
ance from Dr. Finney’s brother, father and 
her own relatives. 


Capt. Bcyd’s Predicament, 


H. H. Morris Friday afternoon got judg- 
ment against Captain of Police Sam Boyd for 
the pessession of a pair of diamond earrings, 
a diamond stud and a diamond lace pin. These 


jewels came into Capt. Boyd’s possession 
while he was in command of the Third District 
Station. Two young men, H. Behrand Max 
Fabisch, had obtained the diamonds from Mor- 
ris to sell, leaving with him a memorandum of 
agreement in which they agreed to return the 
jewels on demand and account for those sold. 
They were arrested with one Samuels, whe 
had cheated anumber of diamond brokers, 
and who is now awaiting the decision of the 
Supreme Court to know whether or not he 
will have to serve a three years’ term in the 
Penitentiary. The diamonds belonging to 
Morris, and ln the possession of Behr & Fa- 
Disch, were seized and held until Morris in- 
stituted areplevin suit in Justice Spaulding’s 
court against H. Behr, Mex Fabisch and Sam 
Boyd. Ontbe writ Capt. Boyd turned the 
diamonds over to Constable Peterson. Justice 
Spauicing gave judgment for the defendants. 
Morris appealed and Judge Klein found as 
Yollows: j 

The Court, outing as a jury, finds the is- 
sues herein as against :defendant, Samuel 
Boyd, in favor of the plaintiff, and that he 
wus at the time the order of delivery herein 
was issued and stillis entitied to the posses- 
sion of the persormal property therein de- 
scribed, viz.: One pair of dlamend ear-rings, 
one diamond stud and one diamond lace-pin. 
And the Court does alse find that the plaintiff 
has sustained damages for the wrongtul de- 
tention of said property im the sum of $1; and 
the Court does also find the value of said 
property to be the sum of 816; and the Court 
finds the issues as between piaintiff and the de- 
fendants, Behr and Fabisch, in favor of said 
defendants, Behr and Fabisch, on the ground 
that said defendants were not in possession 
of the property atthe time the order of de- 
livery herein was issued,’’ 

It will surprise Capt. Boyd very much to 
learn that the horse is on him; that be is 
liable for the costs, $145 worth of diamonds 
and for $1 damages to Mr. Morris. He has no 
diamonds in his possession, having turned 
them over to Constable Peterson on the writ 
ot replevin. Peterson turned them over to 
Behr aud Fabisch on the finding of Justice 
Spaulding. So the case stands something 
like this: Morris bas a judgment for dia- 
monds and damages, which carries costs with 
it, against Boyd; yd has an action against 
Peterson for the diamondsasd Peterson will 
have an action Behr and Fabisch, who have, or 
rather had, the alamonds. 


A Point fer Borrewers. 


In the sult of F. W. Peters against Henry 
Loewenstein Judge Klein yesterday decided 
that payments made to a money lender to se- 
curee xtensions of a note cannot be applied as 


credits on the note. While these payments 
operate indirectly as the payment of more 
than the legal rate of interest it clear:y 
faile within the rule lald down in 
Kirkpatrick vs. Emith, 6 Mo. It is held in 
that case by the Supreme Court that usurious 
interest paid upon anote to procure an ex- 
tension cannot be recovered , and ina 
suit upon the note such payments cannot be 
apviied as credits upon this note. This de- 
cision was rendered in 1874, when the statute 
which prohibits frem taking directly 
or indirectly for tha use or loan of money more 
than the legal rate of interest was the same as 
at present. the Generel Assembly has not 
seen ft to change thisrule of interpretation 
laid down by the Supreme Court and that case 
has not since been doubted or overruled.

On en- 
tering this wide gateway last Thursday the 
representatives of the SUNDAY PostT-DISPATCH 
took their way through the broad sweep of 
graveied path to the door of the stone build- 
ing, which was formerly an old family man- 
sion of St. Louis, but, with great additions to 
ite space, mow serves as the sheiterlag home 
for the affiicted ones deprived of speech and 
hearing. Aring at the door speedily brought 
in answer a happy-faced Sister of St. Joseph, 
who, upon being Informed ofthe wish of the 
visitors to make a tour of the building, at 
once showed them to the parior and wert to 
announce to the Superioress the wish. 

The parlor where the guests are received is 
large roomy place, with a decided air of 
cemfort about it. Conspicuous on the walls 
bangs a life-sized portrait of His Grace the 
Archbishop Kenrick, the painting the work 
Of Sister Gertrude of the order. Other pic- 
tures adorn the wall and a general air of 
brightness pervaded the place. In a few 
moments Motber Adele, the Superior, came 
in and greeted the visitors most cor- 
Gally.

Across the way from the parior is the 
priwary department, where the deaf 
mutes are taught the manual alphabet 
and the combined art of signs and 
alphabet, for each must assist the other. In 
this room, which seems also as an assembly 
room or study hall, all the ehiidren were 
brought together, row upon row of bright 
eager faces looked above the long lines of 
desks which filled the room. About the halle 
were blackboards where the writing is chiefly 
done, and before each blackboard stood the 
littie students, boys and girls. Tuere are 
only five boys in the bullding, and though 
the playarounds and dormitories for 
the ttwo sexes are widely separated 
they are allowed to study in the hall together. 
Littie faces full of inuteliigence and interest 
looked at the visitors inguiringly and smiled 
their good will. Bright pretty faces, most of 
them with only that ever alert expression on 
the faces that all too plainly tells the deaf 
mute. The deaf mutechiid hasa stronger 
claim to our charity than perhaps any of the 
— — helpless destitute children have. Human 
nature is subject to many infirmities all de- 
serving of compassion and help from those 
more fortunate ones exempted from them, 
bot amongst them all there is none more de- 
serving of our pity and alsose well repaying 
any ins taken to better their condition than 
the deafand dumb.

training. It was not till the advent of 
Christianity that a spirit of charity began to 
animate the dealings of men with those af- 
flicted ones. 

A brief review of the firstteaching of the 
deaf mutes is of interest at this point. Among 
the works of the venerable Bede is one called 
„De Loquela Per Digitos,’’ or of speaking 
by the Angers, and this and the example of 
St. John Beverly go far to show that instruc- 
tion of deaf mutes by of 
both signs and articulation 
to our ancestors as early 
seventh century. But to Spain and to Span- 
ish monks belong the honor of frst tnaugur- 
ating a special education for teaching deaf 
mutes lanenage, and Spanish monasteries 
were the first institutions forthat purpose. 
Pedro de Ponce, born at Vallodid in 1550, 
taught the deaf mutes net only to read and 
write, but also to answer any questions they 
were asked. Buta ne era forthe instruc- 
tion of 

THE DBAF MUTES 

begen with the celebrated Abhe ge L’Epee, 
who opened his first inetitute for deaf mutes 
at Paris in 1760, where he continued his work 
indefatizgably until his death in 1789. He in- 
troduced the method of imstructing deaf 
mutes by the language of gestures orsigns, 
sometimes called the improved French, a 
manual system, and it was from this time 
thatthe special education and training of 
deaf mutes was opened to all grades 
of society. The gratitude of man- 
kind is due to the Abbe de L'Epee. 
About the same time S. Huneke developed 
and perfected the oral, a German system. 
Amman (a Swiss doctor), commencing his 
work itn Dresden, Germany, and founding 
specisl institution for deai-mutes. Also a 
contemporary of the Abbe de L’Epee was 
Thomas Brainwood, who established in Edin- 
burg the first asyium forthe deaf and dumb 
in Great Britain. 

In the eral system the true method of in- 
stracting the deaf mute should be based. 
solely on spoken language and this on the 
palate or touch, which takes the place of the 
absent ear, for nearly all deaf mutes are 
dumb because thev cannot hear, and the fault 
lies in the organ of hearing, not speech. 


There is a controversy etill in existance as to 


hetber the oral or the normal teaching is the 
better. Articulation or lip reading is the 
methods adopted by the St. Louis scheol of 
dent mutes, writing is used forthe recitation 
of lessons. Silent artioulation is taught to 
those who can profit by it. 

The study hall for the ctildrem at the inst - 
tute was truly a study in itself. The children 
were called to attention boy the teacher, who 
stamped her foot several times to attract the 
children’s attention, for theugh they cannot 
hear the sounds they are very sensitive to 
feeling, and in this way thestampof the 
teacher’s foot is manifested to their minds by 
the vibration on the floor. In response 
to the questions asked by the teacher a 
ready response was made on each biack- 
board. In answer to the signs and dumb let. 
tors as to Wat day is this?" in answer 
came at once It is Thursday, and each 
question propounded in the dumb letters and 
us combined received an equally quick re- 
sponse. Thesigns are a peculiar feature of 
the method. For instance when o-a-t is 
spelled, asign of brushing scross the mouth 
means ‘‘whiekers,’’ which signifies a cat.

pills learn, and Margaret was lately 
taught it. When she knew she had mastered 
its intricecies well she spoke rapidiy on her 
hands. Oh, won't my blind mamma be glad 
when she sees me dance. 

We went from the study hall to a room on 
the second story, the sewing room, where the 
finest results iu dressmaking are accom- 
plished by the grown deaf mutes. Here the 
silent and industrious young giris and women 
sit busily employed, and here, like ali the rest 
of the house, everything is

and well-ordered and clean as the proverbial 
„new pin. The deaf mutes sew beaut!- 
fully and have great talent for dressmaking 
and orders are bere received from the most 
fastidious ladies in the olty, for the work Is of 
the finest order of skilful workmanship. 
Naturally the deat mutes are keener in other 
facuities than the ordinary run of 
people the are more sy m- 
pathetic and  afiectionate and more 
curious too. Another feature of their 
character is gratitude. They are grateful for

every kindness and never forget through life 
the tiniest favor received. They do not like 
jokes, however, for they cannot understand 
them, but they are fond of teasing occasion- 
ally, They do not know each other’s names, 
but the initial of each others’ names is 
generally placed on either the face or arm of 
the deaf mute, and the others learn this and 
distinguish and call them by that Initial; the 
children and grown puplis are happier here

Adjoining the sewing-room, which is the 
sitting-room in winter (the sewing-room 
roper in summer Delng on the fourth floor), 
sthe school-room on the second floor, and 
the printing-room, where the children, both 
the boys and girls who have talent for it, are 
taught typesetting.

But the progress bere ranges 
with the truly wonderful things of lite. 

The dormitories of the pupils are three in 
number, two of them are on the 
third floor. One also has a pa- 
clous, perfectly fitted up bath-room and 
it may be stated that there is a similarly 
fitted-up and roomy bath-room on each floor. 
The dormitory on the left- hand side le occu- 
pigd by the larger girls, whilst on the right 
side is the dormitory of the little girls, These 
rooms are spotiess in their well-kept clean- 
liness. Inthis room are eleven little beds 
with snow-like covering, and beside each 
tiny bed is a little washstand with all the ac- 
cessories for the chiid’s toilet. There is a 
square of marbieized oll cloth on 
each one, bordered with crotchet 
mace by each one herself. The ap- 
purtenances are of granite ware and above 
each stand is placed a spiasher of white Swiss, 
with blue beneath them to give a pretty effect, 
These little stands are dainty as those in any 
lady’s boudoir. This is the only tiastitution 
where wasbstands are furnished by the bed, 
but these are given the iittie deaf mute girls 
to teach them ladylike manners. The frames 
of these splashere are the handiwork of that 
boy genius, ‘‘Wiillie.’’ The children are 
never left alone at night. Three Sisters 
watch them constantly, lest any accident or 
lilness should overtake them. 

The dormitory for the boys is on the second 
floor and is a room by itself. Only four boys 
are in this room, but everything is immacu- 
late there. A sister watches in a room ad- 
joining this one. One feature of the giris’ 
dormitory should not be omitted; itis the 
pillow shams, daintily e:eched by each Inti 
occupant herself in the cute figures of Kate

scene than at an Institution. At 
each table sat a sister. At the head and at 
the farthest end one ofthe larger giris, both 
serving the children, who are as polite and 
dainty in their manner of eating as though 
they were reared in the lap ofluxury. I- 
deed, their behavior would be an example 
for mary children of the wealthy families in 
St. Louis. 

Not long ago a littie Irieh boy was at the in- 
atitution named peter, who had been Dorn 
in Ireland. Noone dreamed he could articu- 
late at all. When one day a sister was point- 
ing out different places om the map, 
suddenly Inttiee Peter, who was one of 
those being instructed, looked towards the 
map of Ireland and said eagerly: Is that the 
County Mayo?’’ His speech actually broke 
Bondage when the little Irish boy saw his 
native dome and he plainly articulated the 
question in his gladness. 

Without the dining-room is the large, weli- 
built poreh, where the children, that is the 
little girls, roller skate. The boys’ play- 
grounds are on the otter side of the ground, 
and there they play ioot-Dall, marbies, etc. 
Beyond are the grounds where they en- 
joy exercise in mild weather, croquet and 
other games. The grounds are all kept in 
perfect order. 

In the house on the opposite side of the re- 
cepticn-room is the chapel. This is on the 
right-hand side of the main hall. The chapel 
is entirely too small for the needs, the 
sisters having to resign their chapel for 
the accommodation of the deaf mutes. 
On Sunday there is loa sodality of 
the Blessed Virgin Mary when deaf-mutes 
come trom all parts of the city to pray. Those 
who are lu stores and are employed in differ- 
ent associations, and those who have homes 
in different portions of St. Louts come here. 
These visiting deaf-mutes are also alleved 
the use of the library oftne institution. In 
praying both the Catholics and Protestants 
use signs entirely in saying their prayers, but 
when they attend the chapel or church servy- 
ices they de not like to pray ‘‘Dy signs,’’ as 
they say the people regard them 
curiously. The sisters and deaf mutes are 
both very anxious that funds for the chapel’s 
enlargewent shall be paid. It should be stated 
that the entire support of tne convent de- 
pends on the sisters who go out to the differ- 
ent parochial schools to the furthest ends, 
Seuth, North, East and West. They receive 
salaries for their services and with these they 

SUPPORT THE INSTITUTION, 

as scarcely three of the pupils are paid for by 
their parents. Another important fact is that 
there isalarge number of day scholars, deaf 
mutes, who have homes, and who come to the 
school each day for lessons. These children 
spend the happiest ports of their lives in this 
school life. 

Ever the thoughts of the deaf mutes are 
found to be backward, for they invariably 
think backward. The manner in which they 
express their ideas shows this. Instead of 
saying Crayon is in the box., they reverse 
the sense almost invariably and say The 
box is in the crayon.’’ It is only by the wost 
constant drill and practice that the pupils 
can be taught to speak, but occasionally a 
child is found who makes very good progress 
in speaking, and the results in tis 
* 1 are most advanced. It is an 
other siugular fact how the deaf and 
dumb can carry on aconversation by signs 
and yet be ignorant of reading or writing. 
Little mention of the teachers bas been made, 
who really stand in loco parentis, as well as in 
the place of teacher. Thereis no other indi- 
videal in all the community who combines in 
herself so many and varied respenaibilities as 
the teacher ofthe deaf mute. Whatever the 
afflictec ones get in life of education he or she 
receives it only whilst at school from 
his teacher and no one feeis this 
more than the deaf mute does individually. 
Their affection tothe teacher ie unflinching 
and unchangeable. The Sisters of St. Joseph 
under the Superior Mother Adele, the splen- 
did woman who is the head of tue institution, 
and who is noted for her charity as well as for 
her grace and general superiority, lead lives 
of sacrifice and heroism in their dally routine 
of usefulness that is greater than any thar 
battie of life. and their efforts to guide an 
care for the doubly afflicted ones should 
meet with a ready response from 
every one of all sects and creeds. 
Just now the children are looking forward to 
Christmas time, when their benefactors send 
Santa Claus to visit them on Christmas eve, 
aiving each onearibben, doll or toy, and in 
looking for the tree which the good sisters by 
great sacrifice have for them each year. The 
Geaf mutes are exceedingly fond of candles 
and sweets and lights and colors, for the éars 
that are deaf to the Christmas chimes and the 
voices that cannot utter their ‘‘Happy Christ- 
mas the privileges they 
are them. But in this com- 
paratively new institution the good 
work is struggling for perfection day er. 
and the deaf and dumb helped to live the li 
that is so hard when two of the most essential 
faculties are not gone. No greater charity ex- 
ists on earth than to give ears to those who 
have:none and speech to the voiceless. One of 
the splendid institutions of the day is that of 
Our Lady of Good Counsel.

Working in Harmony With the Regular Re- 
Nef Societies—Objects of the Organisa- 
tlon and How They Are to Be Realized—

Generally. 


HE Associated Charitable 

Workers are doing a great 
deal of good in the city in 

a quiet way and expect to 

do more the coming win- 

ter thaa ever before. 

Witn the approach of 

winter the real work of 

the relief societies begins, 

for the sufferings and 

needs of the poor are very 
— light in summer com- 
pared to what they are in cold weather. The 
Associated Charitable Workers do not give re- 
lief directly themselves, but assist the regular 
relief societies in their work in many ways. 
The objects of the society and how they are to 
be realized are best set forth in the last annual 
report, as follows: 

To reduce vacrancy and pauperism, and 
ascertain their true causes. 

To prevent indiscriminate and duplicate 
giving. 

To secure the community from imposture. 

To see that all deserving cases of destitu- 
tion are properly relieved. : 

To make employment the basis of relief. 

To elevate the home life, health and habits 


ot the poor. 


To prevent children from growing up pau- 
pers. 

By bringing about co-operation among all 
charitable agencies. 

By a system of regisration, to prevent im- 
posture. 

By securing thorough investigationand the 
most suitable action in ali cases. 

By obtaining trom existing charities the 
precise help needed; or 

By giving relief when Immediate aid is 
needed, and when all other souroes fall. 

By a system of visiting that shall substitute 
friendliness for alms and inspire to thrift, 
self-respect and better modes of life. 

By careful study of the causes of pauperism 
and of the best methods of dealing with des- 
titution and degradation. 

The General Secretary of the society, Rev. 
Dana W. Bartlett, said ina paper recently 
read before the society: ‘‘Starting in the 
spring of 1868 as an organization of down- 
town workers, the St. Louis society has grad- 
ually grown and ite work of investigating, 
registering and obtaining aid from the proper 
societies bas been as well done as by older 
and larger societies in otirer cities. Already 
there is a careful record of 721 cases filed in 
the office, and this has been done ata very 
smallexpense. While the annual expense of 
the New York society is $35,872, and that ef 
Philadelphia $28,560, our expense last year 
was only $1,068.33, and those societies, like 
our own, furnish no re lief directiy.’’

Aside from the regular meteorological ob- 
servations, others of equul scientific interest 
have been made since 1886, and I will devote 
my letter of to-day principally to such as re- 
late to atmospheric electricity. 

Phenomena of this ciass are more frequent 
im occurrence and they cause a disturbance in 
the telephone service, which has been estab- 
lished between the summit of the Sonn- 
blick,’’ Kolmsaigurn and the telegraph sta- 
tion at Rauris. These disturbances take piace 


Guring periods of low barometer, such as 
rain, snow, and particularly sleet, and even 
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the end of a finger basa plalnly visible red- 
dish-white pole, which ends in abrush of 
striae. These striae are extremely fine, only 
sliichtiy hooked, som@what diverging, aad at 
the ends of a light violet color. 

The discharge of negative electricity is of 
such a delicate structure that the striae oan 
scarcety be distinguished with the naked eye. 
Tney start from a light pole, and are sur- 
rounded by a delicately shining aureole, which 
is shaped like the calls of a flower, hence the 
positive diecharges are spread out, while the 
megative are more concentrated.

at times, when no storm signs are noticeabie 
Im the alr. By reason of the buzz- 
ing and crackling noise in the tele 
phone, communication by way of the same 
is very difficult and at times utterly impes- 
sible.

heavy current, which pasees between the 
epark-arrester and the telephone station, 
does not meit the wire in the armature. 

Some time ago Dr. Pernter propossd that 
the volume of the noise ne ‘ 
in the telephone be 
subjected to an observa- 
tion four or five times 
per day.

covered it all winter long, swelling it to the 
ize of alarge man’s body, and breaking it 
under the weight of ice. 


The ‘*Sonnblick House 


As is customary with telegraph conduits, 
the ground ie used for the return circuit of 
the telephone; but in this direction arises an 
almost insurmountable obstacie in that the 
thoroughly frozen masses of stone on the 
summit, the snow and giacier-ice do not 
melt even in midsummer, which circum- 
stance isolates electricity. Therefore the 
underground circuit could only be estab- 
lished by means of a cable 6,700 feet long, 
whieh et first was laid from the top of the 
Sonnblick across the Goldberg Glacier and the 
‘*Bretecharte,’’ to the little ‘‘Biitz-See,’’ a 
body of water lying neariv 3,000 feet above the 
level of the sea in the Moraine of the great 
Zirknitz — eee has now almost en- 
tirely disappeared. 

Thie cable, which is also the underground 
conduit for the lightuing-rod, was frequently 
demolished by boulders, which rolled down 
from the sammit ofthe Goldberg. In the 
summer of 1887 Rojacher, the buiider of the 
„Sonnblick house, himself laid this under-

Fine dots of light appear in the hair of the 
beard and head, and in positive discharges 
they spread inte a perfect aureole, which 
causes u vrickling sensation in the head. 

Imyselfhave heard tbe noise caused by 
discharges of electricity during a sieet-storm 
onthe Sonnbiick and also during a distant 
thunder-storm, andon the day of which I 
write favorable clroumstances combined by 
which I was present to witness the phenom- 
ena of the St. Elmo’s light. 

My countryman, Mr. Lawrence Rotch of 
Boston, induced me, despite the inclement 
weather that prevailed, to accompany him 
from Kolm to the Sonnblick, where we were 
received by Mr. Rojacher with his customary 
Reteh is himself the owner 
of a signal station im the Blue Hilis, near 
Readville,. Mass., and has visited nearly all 
the observatories in the world, Pike’s Peak, 
Mount Washington, the Ben Nevis in Scot- 
land, the Pic du Midi in the Pyreannees, and 
his description of these points is very inter- 
esting. Before bis return to America he de- 
sired to visit the Sonnblick and the S@atis in 
Switzerland. 


We started on our journey on the 8th of Sep- 


tember. A violent southwesterper prevailed 
with plenty of rain and snow. Oa the even- 
ing of the 9th the weather was so bad that we 
were compelled toremain over night on the 
summit. We sut in Rojacher’s study when he 
entered and reported the change to a stron 
north gale,and predicted a fail of snow,whic 
set in before long. About 8:30 Rojacher pro- 
posed that we go outand observe the weath- 
er. it wasquite dark and we took a lantern 
with us, Despite the latter’s glimmer and the 
illum ination which streamed from the win- 
dows of the house, we noticed 

A BRIGHT LIGHT 

above the tower, and this was so intense, 
that Rojacber at frst thought that the tower 
was afire. We were greatly surprised and I 
exclaimed at once thatthis must be the St. 
Elmo’s light. We hastened toward the north- 
western plateau and there noticed brushes of 
positive electricity on our outstretched fin- 
gers, dots of light in the hair of our beards 
and on our hats. The house looked as 1 have 
endeavored to reproduce itfrom memory in 
the 3 sketch. The lightuing-rod 
on tep of a tall pole, beside the stone tower, 
was aglow with a White light down to where 
it met the cable. A similar light, only a little 
weaker, streamed from the corners and edges 
of the shutter window on the north side of 
the tower, where the thermometers and hy- 

rometers are kept. The ladder, too, which 
ads to the outer platiorm ofthe tower, was 
bathed in light; over the top of the tower that 
carried the weather-vane, a soft, white lignt 
was poured. The small lightning-red and the 
chimney on the roof of the wooden structare, 
which contains the study and the observatory, 
was brightly Illuminated, asd so were the 
corners and edges of the western stone adal- 
tion containing the kitchen, 9 
was of but short duration and disappeared 
wea 6 renewed setting ia of the southwest 
wind, 

I was told that in June, 1888, the inhabitants 
of the Sonnbilick witnessed a negative St. 
Elmo’s light, whieh occurred after a snow- 
storm and lasted more than four bours. 
Nearly every thunderstorm is accompanied 
by such a phenomenon. During such a storm 
in August, 1889, an {ntense negative St. Eimo’s 
light was visible, which n suddenly 
with a bolt of lightning which descended 
Shortly afterward as positive St. 
light of unusual intensity 
occurred. „ Trabert telle us 
in his memoirs, that he has r w it- 
nessed such sudden changes, and his observa- 
tions coincide wien Palmieri’s, the Director 
of the observatory on Mount Vesuvius. 

We owe to Dr. Trabert another very re 
markable discovery, which is that bolts of 
lightning from clouds charged with positive 
electricity (during negative St. Elmo lights) 
have areddish color, while those from nega- 
tive clouds (positive St. Elmo lights) show an 
an intensely biueish- white color,

LFRIEDA’’ is not easy 
reading. The author, 
Mrs, Emma E. B. Specht, 
wife of the promigent 
St. Louls merchast, is 
probably right in think- 
ing that the beek will 
net be at first popular. 
People do not take 
kindly to abstruse prob- 
lems of the soul life, and 
the meaning of this book 
cannot be grasped by 
skimming, or even by a set reading. Its full 
import can be gathered only by a sympathetic 
study. It is not doing justice to any book 
which ranks above the average, says Mrs. 
Specht in the preface, ‘‘nor to the reader 
himself to peruse it through only once; its 
deeper meanings and partially veiled truths 
can never be thoroughly appreciated, or un- 
derstood, upon a first reading, when merely 
its outlines and general features can be ap- 
propriated. But in justice, both to the men- 
tal status of the race and alse to the standard 
of any good book, it should be read until it is 
fully assimilated and all its subtile shadings 
are properly appreciated.’’ 

Alfrieda Hammersley is a wealthy widow of 
St. Louis, ambitious, aspiring and eager. 
**The lineaments of an eternal youth seemed 
stamped upon her brow, forthe sunny light 
brown hair seemed as if no fleck of silver 
would ever mar its golden sheen, and the 
corruscating, deep-souled eyes could throw 
out such wondertul gleams ofa youthfal 
fascination. It was the secret of an ever 
refreshing renewal, which was aided by her 
marvelous psychical powers and the con- 
stant upbuilding of her grand and noble 
thoughts and inspirations, proving plalaly 
enough that she had in some mysterious 
manner appropriated to herself a measure 
of that glorious spirit which is ‘the 
same yesterday, to-day and forever.

Put 
ting away from her the yearnings of the flesh 
she gratifies the aspirations of the spirit. 
What the author calis the evolutionizing of 
the soul“ is not a matter of chance develop- 
meat, but of a corgscious application 
of will power through occult 
influences, ana is can be brought 
about only by struggle and sacrifice. A dli- 
vided household, a husband and wife sepa- 
rated for long years, are brought togetner 
through the firm and continuous influence of 
ous woman’s soul acting upon another's 
across a space of a thousand miles.

SOOT ON THE LUNGS, 


‘Astonishing Statements of St. 
Louis Physicians as to the 
Effects of the City’s 
Smoke, 


The Lungs of City Residents Are 
Found to Be Black While 
the Farmer's Are Pink. 


Mayer Neonas Addresses Communicatiens 
to Prominent St. Leuls Physicians te 
Obtain Their Opinions as to the Dele- 
terious Effects of Smoke on the Public 
Health—A Meeting, at Which Steps Will 
Be Taken to Abate the Nuisance, Is te 
Be Held Te-Merrow Evening at the 
Mercantile Club. 


HE effect of smoke on 
the respiratory organs was 
the subject of commusi- 
cations sent My Mayor 
Noonan yesterday to 
prominent St. Louls phys- 
iclans. The medical men 
are requested to answer 
the questions propounded 
to them by return mall. 
The Mayor’s letter was as 
follows: 
THE MAYOR'S LETTER. 
De MaYOr’sS OFFICE, Nov. 8, 1890. 
Mx DEAR Stn would you kindly ans wer the 
follewing questions in the 
knowledge and experience as a practitioner 
im this city (and more particularily as to the 
conditions existing during the winter season, 
or when the smoke is heaviest): 

Does coal smoke deteriorate the atmosphere 
and render it less bealthy to animal fe? 

Will coal smoke produce disease of itself? 

Is an atmosphere charged with particles of 
soot or carbon injurious to people whese 
respiratory organs are already affected, and 
to what extent? EK. A. NOONAN, Mayor. 

‘*The question is a very important ene, 
said His Honor, as he crossed his legs and 
assumed an attitude of comfort and ease pre- 
paratory to a talk about smoke. 

**I desire to obtain the professional opinion 
of medical men and surgeons relative to the 
subject, and so far as I have gone I have been 
astounded at the effects of smoke on the 
system. One surgeon, who I guess has cut 
up over 200 human bodies in a year, says that 
he has not failed in asingie instance to dis- 
cover in the lungs small particles of soot 
clinging to the tissues. Another strange 
thing is the fact that the deposits seemed to 
be larger according to the length of time the 
deceased had lived in St. Louis. 

**The soot poisons the air we breathe. How 
quickly would we take steps to step a person 
from polsoning the water we drink or the food 
that we eat, but we have so far neglected to 
stop the poisoning of the air we breathe. 
What is more necessary to strong, healthy 
bodies than pure blood? And that cannot be 
produced witheut pure sir. Diseased bodies 
and diseased intellects make bad citizens, 
while if a man is healthy and strong he is 
more careful to keep the laws. In this way it 
is to the interests of the city government to 
stop the poisoning of the air we breathe. 

NO DEARTH OF SMOKE CONSUMERS. 

**ITeuppose there have been fifty inventors 
of smoke consumers calied at the office to see 
me, but Ihave been compelled to give orders 
not to let them in. I canuot spare the time to 
look at them again, 1do not want to favor 
any. Ihave an idea about that smoke which 
seems a very feasibie plan for its disposition. 
It is this: veryone having a steam boiler 
can run a jet down into the furnace over the 
fire. The steam, applied insma!l!l quantities, 
wiildo away with 80 per cent of the smoke. 
Some of their smoke consumers, they claim, 
will destroy 90 and 95 per cent of the smoke, 
but if we dispose of 70 per cent! shall think 
we are dolug well. 

„We havelpassed no ordinanance there yet, 
but we probably will have one soon, and I 
hope we will do away with the nuisance in 
some way. We are e hold a meeting at 


the Mercantile Club, prebably Monday even- 
ing. I wish to hear fro the physicians to 
whom Il have sent out circulars before we 
take any action, but 1 understand that all the 
business men are interested in the subject 
and we will probably have a rousing meeting. 
+ Mr. Case, President of the Mercantile Club, is 
very much interested in the subject as well as 
ali of the prominent business men. 

„Mr. Young, whois Superintendent of the 
Inepectors in Ohicago, who look out for the 
ordinance in that oity, will be here and we 
shall have the benefitof his advice on the 
subject. 

We have bere a beautiful city and the 
smoke seems the greatest drawback. When 
we get rid of that St. Louis will blossom out 
as fresh-looking as a garden after a summer 
Shower. 

WHAT PHYSICIANS SAY, 

Dr. Priest of the Health Department, when 
asked about the effect of smoke on the 
lungs, said: ’

(course, in my profession, and in holding 
inquests, te., I have examined the lungs. In 
no instance do I ever remember of having 
failed to find, im 6t. Louis, deposits of carbon 
in the tissues in the m of small 
lack specks. They are doubtedly caused 
Irc soot and smoke. Ithink the smoke 
tene to aggravate coughs, colds, consump- 
tion, catarrh and all diseases of the respira- 
tory organs, and in that way of course natur- 
ally tends to increase the death rate. In an 
indirect way, I meauv. lIalso think that the 
emoke tends to lay the foundation for such 
ailments and diseases by irritating the 
respiratory organs. The lungs of probably 
every citizen ia St. Louis have such deposits 
in them. 
„ Dr. Jacobson, when questioned on the 
subject, sald: lo examining the lungs of 
persons who have died here I have found de- 
posits of carben ecattered in little black spots 
on the tissues of the lungs. They were un- 
coubtedly caused by the sootandsmoke. I 
believe that the smeke tends to aggravate all 
diseases of the respiratory organes. 

Dr. Jordan of the Olty Dispens sald:

For more 

than forty years he 

‘hes been almost 

totally blind, and 

for a generation and 

- mere he has not 

been able to read a line ina book or a news- 

paper. Still during this time he has been 

Chaplain of Congress time and again, and 

now at tue age of 67 he is sound in body and 

limb,and possessed of a mental activity which 

has hardly ite counterpart among public men. 

He is an able preacher and one of the 

most entertaining of our pubiic lecturers. He 

has several times crossed the ecean and spent 

some time in the great capitals of Europe. 

While in Lendon Obapiain Milburn was in- 

timately acquainted with William Makepeace 

Thackeray and he bad a closer association 

with Thomas Carlyle than any other American 
with the eaception of Emerson. 

„met Thackeray during his visit to the 
United States, said Or. Milburn. ‘‘I was 
preaching in King’s Chapel, the old Revolu- 
tlonary church of Boston, aud Geerge Ticknor 
and Thackeray came over to the service to 
listen to the services with James T. Fields. 
The congregation was quite a large one and 
after the service was over and I had gone into 
the vestry-room Mr. Fields came ia and told 
me that there was agentieman present who 
had expressed a wish to be introduced to me. 
Upon tales de continued: ‘‘Mr. Thackeray, 
this is Dr. Milburn,’’ and with this began my 
acquaintance with Wm. Makepeace Thacke- 
ray. He referred very kindly to the discourse 
which I had uttered and told me that the ser- 
men had brought tears inte his eyes. He 
asked me to come and see him should! ever 
visit England and when Imade my first trip 
abroad a few years later he received me with 
the utmost cordiality. I have never 


known a more genial cempanion. His so- 
clability was delightful. I have a most grate- 
ful remembrance of his delicate attentions to 
me, assisting me at table and eleewhere. I 
cannot imagine amore gentle, perfect cour- 
tesy than be manifested toward me. In this 

ect I think he was greatiy misunderstood 
by the public. Indeed, his usual bearing was 
aueh as to justify in a measure the general 
bellef that he was a misantbrope, a cynic.

Olifford still keeps up bis air of braggado- 
clo.

SEDALIA, Me., Nov. 8.—Detectives Tutt, De 
Long and Dickey of Missouri Pacificare busy 
at work on the Otterville train wrecking case

Now as to Thynne himself, better known as 
Thynne of Longieat, still better as

Riecbard Brett a consideration in the shape 
ef a lease worth £550 per an- 
num for his services in helping the dowager 
to coerce the widow.

Charies John hada younger brother of the 
same stripe, soto speak, 8 Chistopher, 
Wo long after paid with hie life for an al- 
leged intrigue with Sophia Derothea, wife of 
George I. and mother of George ll. The two 
voys were caretuliy educated at home and 
the elder appeared at the Swedisn court 
while still a mere youth. The wiid biood of 
the breed was strong in him, Stockholm was 


very dull, and ne gladly exchanged it for 
London. Here be. remoined long 
enough probably to hear about the 
rich littie girl of Northumberland, 


whom he was to meet later. From London be 
went to Paris, where bis uncle, Otho William, 
Was a great favorite with Louis XIV., and 
after establishing a high reputation among 
the wits aud beauties of St. Germains, he pro- 
ceeded to Malts and enlisted as a volunteer 
with the renowned knights against the Bar- 
bary pirates.

Ot her subsequent career nothing is known, 
except that she did not long survive the 
death of the man wo had robbed her of 
something more precious than life.

From the evidence given at the trial and all 
the ciroumstances the case it seems alto - 
ether probable thet Konigsmark took Van 
rats into his confidence, telling biu why he 
wanted Thynne dis of, and that the two 
lanned mur between them. he 
ount was not to be known in the affair, and 
the Captain was to act as his agent. This he 
did by securing the services of Charies George 
Borosky, a Pole, and John Stern, a Swede. 


12th Februar 1682. 
The vittim had been paying a visit to the 
Countess of Northumberland ,and was return- 
ing in his coach along Pall Mall, preceded by 
the usual torch-bearérs. When 2 opposite 
the Haymarket the three assascins on horse- 
back rode up to the coach, and one of them— 
Borosky—fired a bluaderbuses loaded with 
slugs at Thyane, who received no less than 
four mortal wounds and died the sext day. 
The murderers were arrested within twenty- 
four hours, but their employer was not caught 
until the following Sunday evening at Grayes- 
one: when about to take ship for foreienu 
pa: 8. 

Tbe trial took place at the Old Bailey, Feb. 
28; Vratz, Stern and Borosky for murder and 
Konigemark as accessory before the fact. 
The three first were found guiity and the 
fourth acquitted. That Konigsmark was 
really the guiltiest fall is quite certain, and 
hardly less certain that his acquittal was ob- 
tained through the direct or indirect influence 
of the King, whe was willing to save from just 
punishment the man whom his brother King 
of Sweden had commended to bim. Nobody 
interfered for the other murderers, and

March 10, 1683, om the very pot where the 
crime was committed. Ali died courageously. 
Vratz told a friend who visited bim in prison 
that be did not value dying a rush, and 
hoped and believed that God would deal with 
him Hke a gentleman. Stern told the crowd 
that ‘‘he died for the benefit of a man he had 
nover spoken to, for awowan (Lady Eliza- 
beth) whom he had never seen and for a dead 
man of whom he knew nothing. Borosky 
seems to have held his tongue. 

The woman who was the cause of this mis- 
chief, returned from Holland as seon as she 
kuew her busband was dead, and in iess 
than two months married again—this 
time tor good’’—Oharles Seymour, Duke of 
Somerset, commonly called ‘‘the proud 
Duke. After figuring rather prominently in 
the political intrigues of the reign of Queen 
Anne, and beating Swift out of a bishopric, 
she died ta 1722, in ner 56th year, having been 
the motherof thirteen children—seven sons 
and six daughters. 

Konigsmark got out of England as soon as

Some Frets Abeut Their Origin and Evela- 
tien te Their Present Form.

It was freely predicted last winter that pro- 
gressive euchre had had its day and this sea- 
sop would find a society craze for some new 
form of diversion. This seems to have been 


a mistake for the progressive euchre fiend 10 
already abroad in the land. Many new clubs 
have been formed and and there are rumers 
of many more that are cry staliz! „ as it 
were. The game of ‘‘hearts’’ is also m- 
ing very popular and there will be quite a re- 
vival of whist. eo cards in some 
form or ether will retain their hoi 
upon popular favor. Since this is so, lu „n 
be intereating to many to learn somethin 
more of these bits of pasteLoard so fruitful o 
amusement and harm than is generally 
knen. This inventien has been ascri to 
various mations, but it seems most probable 
that these wonderful peeple, the Chinese, 
were the firstte use them. In a Chinese dic- 
tionary of 1678 it is said that cards were in- 
vented in the reign of Seun-ho, about 1120 A. 
D., for the amusement cf the women of his 
harem. In India it is claimed that they 
have been used from time imméemoriai, 
and the Royal Asiatic Socie claims 
to have a pack a thousand yearsoid. In the 
same way various antiquarians bave given 
the credit of the invention to the Egyp 1 
the Arabs, the noh, the ans, 
Spanish. The earliest mention of a distinct 
series in wig ~ is made by Charles Pourpart, 
treasurer to Charies VI. of France, in 1306. 
The first cards were painted by band and out 
ofthis, itis asse „ grew the invention of 
wood engraving, the cards being printed from 
blocks of wood. On the earliest German cards 
the marks ot the sults were dolle, 
bearts, leaves and acorns.

June 11, 1762, 
Jean Jacques fied to Berne, in Switzerland, 
Meanwhile Rousseau’s Contrat Sooial’’ bad 
been published im Holland and its fret sen- 
tence was treasonable: Men are bern free, 
and everywhere they are in chains.*”’ Berne 
ordered the auther ofthat horrible sentence 
to quit the canton within fourteen days. Then 
began Rousseau’s persecution. He 
driven from one ceuntry to another. In the 
course of his wanderings a8 a persecuted 
author he came inte the deminions of Freder- 
ick the Great of Prussia.

Hume was kind-hearted, ad 
mired geniis and sympathized profoundly 
with one who was persecuted for opinion’s 
sake. He induced George III., then a young 
man, to bestow a pension en Jean Jacques. 
In a few weeks Rousseau got tired of 
living in acity. Hume prevailed on a wealthy 
friend named Daverport to give Jean Jacques 
the use ofa country heuse at Wootton, in 
Derbyshire. Hume toek kindly to Rousseau. 
He bas an excellent, warm dert. The 
philesophbers foretold to me thatl could not 
conduct him to Calais without a quarre), but 
I think Ieould live with bim all my lite in 
mutual friendship and esteem.’’ 

Soon Rousseau’s insanity set in, but sup- 
posed to de only whimsical perverseness and 
meanness. Afew days after bis arrival at 
Wootton be grew cold toward Hume, and in 
two months became ditter and, if we leave 
out the idea of insanity, basely uagrateful. 
Seon after, a letter from Hume was read at 
ad’ Holbach’s table im Paris beginning: ‘‘Jean 
Jacquesisavillain.’’ He begap to have de- 
lusions—Hume was plotting against bim; 
Hume, Voltaire and d’Alembert were con- 
spiring against him; the people of England 
were conspiring to murder him. At length, 
in his terror, he stealthily fled from Wootton, 
leaving books, money, all. Two weeks after 
the wretched man wrote a letter from Spauld- 
ing, Limcolmshire, to the Lord Chancellor 
begging that a guard be assigned him for his 
protection against assassination. Ia May, 
1767, his delusions not abating, be returned 
to France. His friend Mirabeau, father of 
Mirabeau of the revolution, took charge of 
bim. As the order of the French Government 
for his arrest was still in force, Rousseau 
assumed apn alias. For three years, under the 
name of Renou, be wandered from place to 
Place subsisting mobody knows how. It 
seems that the hag Therese who had 
joined him after he left England had 
abandoned him. In July, 1770, he got back to 
Paris, and here he suffered the calamity to be 
rejoined by Therese. In Paris he finished the 
‘*Confessions,’’ not pudliszed until after his 
death. In that book he professes to tell truly 
his whole Ie. Any man who believes the 
‘‘Arablan Nights’’ way well believe the 
**‘Oonfessions’’ of Rousseau. For eight years 
he continued to reside poverty-stricken in 
Paris in a wretched garret,carning his living by 
copying music. From infamcy to death his 
health had been feeble, and he had been al- 
most constantly subject to pain. To add to 
his affliction, Therese had grown worse and 
worse. To her other degraded qualities she 
now added vileness. At intervals his dein- 
sions were with him. He kKeew that the 
people about him were in the pay et Hume 
and would murder him. Though his 
poverty was suck that he suffered, he 
re{used to acoept the pension George III. had 
given him, and when it had accumulated 
aud a kind friend procured and handed him a 
draft for more than a thousand dollars, 
Rousseau rated the friend furiously, and de- 
stroyed the draft. At last his heaith so far 
failed that hg could no louger work and one 
Girardin indticed bim to live on a farm about 
twenty miles from Paris. Here his mental 
malady increasea. He thought his enemies 
hed prevailed and that he was in prison. 
July 2, 1778, he suddenly died, there 
is some reason to believe, by his own hand. 
In a lake let near the piace of his death there 
is aemall island covered with forest trees. 
Often his disturbed mind had found solace 
as he heard the birds twitter and saw the 
squirrels playing among the bonghs. At 
dead of night, while the beams ofa full 
moon shimmered through the fotlage of the 
sycamoreson that seciuded island, that is, 
in the mfdst of nature, in the midst of pure 
nature, allthat was mortal of Jean Jacques 
Rousseau was buried. As a mere man of 
feeling Rousseau was the greatest writer 
that ever lived, not even excepting 
Lawrence Sterne. His Contrat Social,’ 
though regarded by political think- 
ers of to-day as of only antiquarian 
value, did more than any other book to pro- 
duce the revolution of 809. During those aw. 
ful years the fame of Jean Jacques biazed out 
with resplendent brilllancy. n '94 his coffin 
was exhumed, and, amid the roar of artillery 
aod with more than regal pomp and pageant, 
was borneto the Pantheon, that splendid re- 
pository of the dead who had been lilustrious. 
At last Rousseau triumphed. During their 
lives the two greatest writers of France 
quarrelied; but under the same roof Rous- 
senuand Voltaire rest together peacefully 
now.
